The 1999 gate budget bill moved titling of mobile
homes and licensing of mobile home deders (firms),
sdlers (sdespeople), and mobile home parksto the
Department of Commerce, Safety and Buildings
Divison.

The Department of Transportation (DOT) has
regulated titling of mobile homes and the Department
of Adminigtration (DOA) regulated licensing of
mobile dedlers, sdllers, and mobile home parks.

Effective July 1, 2000, thosetitling and licensng
duties officidly will be shifted to S& B. The divison
will aso continue to license manufactured-home
manufacturers, regulate ingtdlation of manufactured
homes for compliance with Comm 27 (Manufactured
Homes Code), and regulate additions to
manufactured homes for compliance with
requirements of the Uniform Dwelling Code, Comm
20-25.

By agreement with DOA, Safety and Buildings has
aready taken on respongbility of the licenang work,
even though the statute language does not change
until July 1. The licenang processes do not change,
only the agency doing the work.

Regulations for mobile home parks will till be
covered by rulesin Adm 65 (Mobile Home Parks
Code). Thelicensing of deders and sdlerswill Hill
be covered by Adm 66 (Manufactured Home Dedler
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Financid Eligibility Code), Adm 67 (Manufactured
Home Deder Trade Practices, Fecilities, and
Records Code), and Adm 68 (Licensing Periods and
Fees for Manufactured Home Deders and
Salespersons Code).

S&B’swork now includes licenang of new mobile
home deders, sellers, and park ownerg/sites,
licensing renewd of exiging mobile home deders,
slers, and park ownerg/sites, and plan review of
new mobile home parks and additions. For
information on licensing or plan review, contect the
S& B Mobile Home Unit at 608-264-9596.

Americans over the age of 65 are one of the
groups at greatest risk of dying in afire. Every year
over 1,000 Americans over age 65 diein fires.
People over the age of 80 diein fires & arate three
times higher than the rest of the population.

Understanding the risks:
Why are older people at risk?

Older Americans are at risk for fire desth and
injuries for anumber of reasons:

» They may be less able to take the quick action
necessary in afire emergency

*» They may be on medication thet affects their
ability to make quick decisons.

» Many older people live done and when

accidents happen, others may not be around to help.

What fire hazards affect older people?

» Cooking accidents are the leading cause of fire
related injuriesfor older Americans. Thekitchenis
one of the mogt active and potentialy dangerous
rooms in the home.

* The unsafe use of smoking materidsisthe
leading cause of fire deeths among older Americans.

* Heating equipment is respongble for abig share
of firesin seniors homes. Extra caution should be
used with dternate hesters such as wood stoves or
electric space hedaters,

* Faulty wiring is another mgjor cause of fires
affecting the elderly. Older homes can have serious
wiring problems, ranging from old gppliances with
bad wiring to overloaded sockets.

Kitchen Fires. Mot kitchen fires occur because
food isleft unattended on the stove or in the oven. If
someone leaves the kitchen while cooking, they can
take a spoon or potholder with them to remind them
to return to the kitchen. No one should cook with
loose, dangling deeves that can ignite easily. Cooking
oils should be heated gradudly and extra caution
used when deep-frying. If afire bresks out in a pan,
alid should be put on the pan. Water should not be
thrown on agresse fire. Stoves should not be used
to heat ahome.

Space Heaters. Only Underwriter’s Laboratory
(UL) approved heaters should be purchased, wehre
permited by state and local codes. Only the
manufacturer’ s recommended fuel should be used for
each heater. Electric space heatersin the bathroom
or around other wet areas are dangerous. The top of
aheater is not the place to dry or store objects.
Combugtibles must be kept away from heat sources.

Smoking. Smoking materids must not be |eft
unattended. “ Safety ashtrays’” with wide lips should
be used. Ashtrays can be emptied into ametal
container every night before going to bed. People
should never smoke in bed.

Smoke alarms. Having aworking smoke aarm
dramaticaly increases chances of surviving afire.
Remember, everyone should practice a home escape
plan frequently.

NFPA13D.

A “full” master plumber may berespongbleina
one- or two-family dweling for ingtdlation of a
multipurpose piping system or the addition of
sorinklersto an existing water distribution system. A
journeyman plumber or apprentice may work under
supervison of the madter, asin any other ingalation.

For ingdlation of fire gorinklers on existing water
sysemsin aone- or two-family dwelling, a master
plumber - restricted gppliance may aso be
responsible. A journeyman - restricted appliance or
arestricted appliance learner may work under
supervision of the magter - restricted agppliance.

and master - restricted appliance plumbers must
attend a NFPA 13D training course approved by
K B.

In 2002, multi purpose piping System requirements
will be included in master and master - restricted
appliance licenang exams, S0 after a certain point
attendance at classes will not be necessary for
people who pass the new exams.

These multipurpose systems are not mandated by
the state to be ingtdled in homesin Wisconan;
owners may have them ingdled voluntarily. When
the systems are ingtalled, the new rules govern
ingalation of the sprinkler portion of the systems.

The new rules are only for one- and two-family
dwdlings. Plumbers are prohibited from ingdling
automatic fire gorinkler sysems in multifamily
dwdlings, public buildings, and places of
employment.

The Nationd Fire Protection Association (NFPA)
says candles are the third-leading cause of home fires
in the United States, following use of smoking
materids and children playing.

In areport titled, “ Specid Data Information
Package, Candle Firesin U.S. Homes and other
Occupancies,” NFPA concentrates on the danger of
candles. The report is available from the NFPA Fire
Andysis and Research Division, 617-984-7450, or
on the Internet a www.nfpa.org.

According to the report, the top three causes of

Asreported in the March WBCR, adoption of
nationa modd building and fire codes continues to
be discussad in Wisconsin. As part of the
condderations, Safety and Buildings daff are
proceeding with a comparison of two mode fire
codes, a project recommended by S& B advisory
councils.

A joint meeting of the advisory S& B Commercia
Building Code Council (CBCC) and Multifamily
Dwelling Code Council (MDCC)was hddin
March, for members of the councilsto receive
information about two nationa modd fire codes.

Representatives of the Nationa Fire Protection
Association (NFPA), the Building Officids and Code
Adminigrators Internationa (BOCA), and the
International Conference of Building Officias
(ICBO) attended.

NFPA hasamodd fire code, NFPA 1. BOCA
and ICBO are part of the International Code Council
(ICC) effort which devel oped a suite of model
codes, including the Internationa Fire Code (IFC)
and the Internationa Building Code (IBC). ThelBC
is being proposed for adoption, with amendments, in
Wiscongin.

At an April mesting of the CBCC, members
recommended S& B move forward with the adoption
of the IBC as the base document for the state

building code. Also recommended was that S& B
make modifications as necessary to Comm 14 (Fire
Prevention), Comm 62 (Use or Occupancy), and
Comm 64 (HVAC) to accommodate the adoption of
the IBC. CBCC members recommended a
comparison study of NFPA 1 and the IFC, in terms
of possible adoption of anationa mode fire code.

(S&B’sadvisory Fire Safety Code Council had
previoudy recommended modifying Comm 14 and
doing the comparison study.)

An April meeting of the MDCC did not result in
recommendations because of lack of a quorum.

S&B'’s management team has decided to follow
the advice of the councils.

Divison code development staff are drafting IBC-
related fire safety code language for Comm 14, 62,
and 64 in preparation for fall 2000 S&B public
hearings on adoption of the IBC.

Additiondly, S&B daff have begun acomplete
comparison of NFPA 1 and the IFC. | anticipate it
will take at least ayear to complete the comparison
project.

Smoking materials were the leading cause of fire deaths in the U.S. in 1997
“Smoking materials” refers only to lighted tobacco products, not matches or
lighters.During the 1980s smoking materials caused more than 200,000 fires per
year , and resulted in more than 1,000 civilian deaths, more than 3,000 civilian
injuries, and more than $300 million in direct property damage per year. In the
early 1990s the statistics fluctuated up and down slightly. In 1997, smoking-
material fires dropped to 136,000, a 19 percent decrease from 1996. These fires
resulted in 914 civilian deaths, 2,479 civilian injuries, and $436 million in property
damage. More civilians die in smoking-material fires than in any other type of fire
in the U.S. The 882 smoking-material deaths in 1997 in residential structure fires
was about 26 percent of all deaths in residential fires that year.

for use In Wisconsin

“Manua-wet sprinkler systems’ are anew option
in the Wisconsn Commercid Building Code for
providing built-in fire protection in certain public
buildings and places of employmert.

A manud-wet orinkler sygemissmilartoa
manua-wet stlandpipe system as specified in NFPA
14, Standard for the Ingtalation of Standpipe and
Hose Systems, in that both systems rely upon the
fire department connection to supply system
demand. Both types of manud-wet systems have a
small water supply connection for the purpose of
maintaining weter in the sysem.

A manud-wet prinkler sysem is definitely not an
automdtic fire sprinkler system and the two must not
be confused.

There are design and ingdlation requirementsin
the new code, and dtrict limitations on where a
manua-wet sprinkler syssem may be provided. A
building protected with a manud-
wet sprinkler system shdl be
consdered unsprinklered regarding
dl other code provisons.

Hereisan overview of rulesfor
the new manua-wet sprinkler
systems as specified in Comm
51.236. Manua-wet sprinkler
sysemsmay beinddled ina
building only under the following
conditions:

1. Thereisno municipa water system available
to serve the property;

2. Thebuilding is not required to be sprinklered
by the states's commercid building code or multi-
family dwelling code;

3. A manud-wet sprinkler system is required by
municipa ordinance.

During the code devel opment process some
guestions were raised and concerns expressed to
S& B about the value of manual-wet sprinkler
systems. Here are some things to keep in mind when
judging the value of the concept.

Benefits offered by a
manual-wet sprinkler system

The building is not required by state code to have
an automdtic fire sorinkler system indtaled; yet a
manua-wet sprinkler system provides some built-in
fire protection, particularly for occupants, which is
better than none.

The manud-wet sprinkler system will
automatically detect afire, immediately begin to
control the fire with water flowing from one
automatic fire sprinkler, and automaticaly initiate a
fire darm, both within the building and to the fire
department.

The sysem may help protect lives of firefighters
who are entering a burning building that otherwise
would have no built-in fire suppression system, by
cooling the building and diluting smoke.

Of course, the success of the manua-wet
sporinkler systlem will be dependent upon the
response time of the fire department and the
capabilities of their apparatus to deliver water to the
FDC. Experiencewill tell us how much of a benefit
isthis new fire protection option. Hopefully, fire
incidents occurring in buildings protected by a
manua-wet sprinkler system will be reported to
S& B s0 we may monitor the use of the manual-wet
sprinkler systems.
